GOODBYE COLUMBUS 


No, the title is not based on what Queen Isa- 
bella said to America's discoverer as he set 
sail in 1492. и 

What the title means is that a young man 
leaves Columbus, Ohio, and says "Goodbye, 
Columbus." It could easily have been “Good- 
bye, Cleveland," but that's another picture. 
That title is almost as popular as “Goodbye, 
New York," which is being said more and 
more these days by New Yorkers leaving Fun 
City. 

Actually, the original story is set in New 
Jersey, along with numerous oil tanks and pig 


farms which you can see (and smell) from the 
New Jersey Turnpike if the wind is right. Or 
wrong. 

The movie, starring Richard Benjamin (of 
"He and She" on TV) and Ali MacGraw (A real 
Alley Cat), is based on Philip Roth's novella of 
the same name. Roth later wrote "Portnoy's 
Complaint," dubious literary progression at 
best, according to some critics. The producers 
of the fílm switched the setting from New 
Jersey cities of Newark and Short Hills to the 
Bronx and Westchester. It's their way of wax- 
ing Roth for audience identification.
